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DISCOURSE BY PRESIDENT WOODRUFF. 


THE Bear Lake Stake held at Paris, Idaho, was on 


Monday, August 10, 1891, by President Wilford Woodruff, who spoke as 
follows: I am very pleased, indeed, to meet with so many Latter-day 
Saints in this tabernacle on a working day, and I hope you will get paid 
for coming to meeting to-day. I have felt amply paid myself for my 
journey from Salt Lake City, in listening to the instructions which our 
brethren have given unto us. I told Brother Cannon this morning that 
if, when a young man, I could have attended a meeting of this kind and 
heard instructions such as we have had given to us, I should have felt that 
I was in heaven ; I should have been satisfied that I had received what I 
had prayed for and desired from my childhood. When I was a boy I read 
in the New Testament concerning Jesus Christ and His Gospel, and the 
gifts and graces that were then manifested, and I felt that the principles 
there taught were the ones that I desired to live to hear taught. I prayed 
for this earnestly in my early manhood. I have read the Bible through a 


good many times in my life. I have also read the Book of Mormon > 


through a number of times. I have also read the Book of Doctrine and 
Covenants through a number of times; and I have felt that God had 
never given unto us stronger principles and more glorious instructions in 
any of the revelations of God than are recorded in the Book of Doctrine 
and Covenants. They are all by the same Author, but to different men, 
and at different times.. I will read a few verses from the 121st section of 
the Doctrine and Covenants. This section contains the prayer and 
prophecy of the Prophet Joseph while he was in Liberty jail; and the 
truths embodied therein ming the sublimest that God has ever re- 
to man 
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_ For there is a time appointed for egg: man, according as his works 
shall be. God shall give unto you (the Saints) knowledge by His Holy | 
Spirit, yea, by the unspeakable gift of the Holy Ghost, that has not been 
revealed since the world was until now: which our forefathers have 
waited with anxious expectation to be revealed in the last times, which 
their minds were pointed to, by the angels, as held in reserve for the ful- 
ness of their glory : a time to come in the whieh eta i, rage be with- 
held, whether there be one God, or many Gods, they shall be manifest ; 
all thrones and dominions, principalities and powers, shall be revealed and 
set forth upon all who have endured valiantly for the Gospel of Jesus 
Christ ; ip also, if there be bounds set to the’ heavens, or to the: seas, or 
to the dry land, or to the sun, moon or stars; all the times of their revo- 
lutions ; all the appointed days, months, and years, and all the days of 
their days, months, and years, and all their glories, laws, and set times, 
shall be revealed, in the days of the dispensation of the fulness of times, 
according to that which was ordained in the midst of the Council of the 
Eternal God of all other Gods, before this world was, that should be.re- 
served unto the finishing and the end thereof, when every man shall enter 
- into His eternal presence, and into Hisimmortal rest. 
~- How long can rolling waters remain impure? -What power shall stay 

the heavens? As well might man stretch forth his puny arm to stop the 
Missouri river in its decreed course, or to turn it up stream, as to hinder 
the Almighty from pouring down knowledge from heaven, upon the heads 
of the Latter-day Saints. | 

Behold, there are many called, but few are chosen. And why are they 
not chosen ? ie 

Because their hearts are set so much upon the things of this world, and 
aspire to the honors of men, that they do not learn this one -<yanlioiye 
the rights of the Priesthood are inseparably connected with the powers o 
heaven, and that the powers of heaven cannot be controlled nor handled 
only upon the principles of righteousness. That they may be conferred 
upon us, it is true; but when we undertake to cover our sins, or to: gratif 
our pride, our vain ambition, on to exercise control, or dominion, or, compul- 
sion upon the souls of the children of men, in any degree of unri hteous- 
ness, behold, ‘the heavens withdraw themselves ; the Spirit of the Lord 
is grieved ; ‘and when it is withdrawn, amen to the Priesthood; or the 
authority of that man. Behold! ere he is aware, he-is left to himself, to 
Kigk ageunst the pricks, to persecute the Saints, and to fight against, God. 

We have learned, by sad experience, that it is the nature and disposition 
of almost all men, as soon as they get a little authority, as they suppose, 
they will immediately begin to exercise unrighteous dominion. ’ Hence 
many are called, but few.are chosen. 

‘Who can comprehend this grand language? Scarcely any person. ° The 

Lord:says in this revelation that whether there be one God or many Gods, 
they shall be revealed; and all kingdoms, thrones, principalities ‘and 
powers shall be revealed unto those who keep His commandments. ' Can 
we comprehend this? Why, there is not an astronomer that‘can ‘tell us 
scarcely one thing that is done in Mars, or Venus, or Jupiter, of in any of 
the planets, aside from the Earth. Here are worlds upon worlds—millions 
of them—and what do we know about them ? Our own little planet, upon 
which we live, is about as much as we can comprehend.: Look at the ex-+ 
tent of the blessings that are promised us! These blessings: and. these 
revelations are worthy the attention of the Latter-day Saints... § 

In this revelation it is shown that the Priesthood of which we have been 
speaking has power: It has power on’ earth. 'And:as was 'said‘ this 
Morning, it does not make any difference what portion of that Priest: 
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hood a man holds—whether it is a President, an Apostle, a High Priest, a 
Seventy, an Elder, a Priest, a Teacher, or a Deacon—when he goes before 
God in prayer, with a pure heart, that Priesthood has power with the 
heavens. If a man magnifies that Priesthood, the blessings of God are 
with him. 

The first sermon that I ever heard in this Church was in 1833, by old 
Father Zera Pulsipher, who died in the south, after having lived to be 
considerably. over eighty years old. That sermon was what I had prayed 
for from: my childhood. When I heard it I had a testimony for myself 
that it’ was true: I received it with every sentiment of my heart. He 
preached in a schoolhouse upon a farm that we owned in Oswego County, 
New York. He opened the door for any remarks to be made. The house 
was crowded. ‘The first thing I knew I stood on top of a bench before the 
people, not knowing what [ got up for. ButI said to my neighbors and 
friends, “I want you to be careful what you say as touching these men 
(there were two of them) and their testimony, for they are servants of 
God, and: they have testified unto us the truth—principles that I have 
been looking for from my childhood.” I went forth and was baptized. I 
was ordained a Teacher. I was always sorry that I was not a Deacon 
first, for I had a desire to bear the Priesthood in its various degrees, as far 
as I was worthy. I had had a desire for years, not only to hear the 
Gospel, but to have the privilege and power of preaching it to my fellow- 
men. I wasa miller by trade, and I spent many a midnight hour in the 
mil) calling upon the Lord for light and truth, and praying that I might 
hear the Gospel of Christ, and be able to teach it to my fellowmen. I 
rejoiced in it when I did receive it. , 

‘afterwards went with Zion’s Camp to Missouri, in the spring of 1834, 
with the Prophet Joseph, his brother Hyrum, and over two hundred of the 
Saints of God. That was a great mission tome. I was with the Prophet. 
I had read his revelations. I had read the vision recorded in this Book of 
Doctrine and Covenants, and it had given me more light and more know!l- 
edge. with regard to the dealings of God with men than all the revelations 
I had‘ever. read; in the Bible or anywhere else. I had been taught that 
there was one heaven and one hell ; and everybody that was not sprinkled 
or baptized, infants and all, weed have to go to hell. It made no dif- 
ference whether the individual had committed no wrong, if he had not 
been received into the Church by sprinkling or baptism, he would have to 
go’ to hell with the murderer, with the whoremonger, with the wickedest 
of men.:.On. the other hand, everybody that was sprinkled would go to 
heaven.:: No matter if they had never made a single sacrifice for the 
Gospel: of Christ, they would have the same glory as Peter, James, and 
John, who ‘had sacrificed their lives for the Gospel’s sake. That was the 
kind of teaching I ‘heard in my boyhood. I did not believe one word of 
it then;:and: I'don’t now. But this vision of which I speak opened my 
eyes. It showed me the power of on and the a a God i in 
dealing with the heavenly family. 

Before I saw Joseph I said I did: old 
heawas Ti did not care how he looked—whether his hair was long or 
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short; the man that advanced that revelation was a Prophet of God: I 
knew it for myself. I first met Joseph Smith in the streets of Kirtland. 
He had on an old hat, and a pistol in his hand. Said he, “ Brother Wood- 
ruff, I’ve been out shooting at a mark, and I wanted to see if I could hit 
anything ;” and says he, “Have you any objection to it?” “ Not.at.all,” 
says 1; “there is no law against a man shooting at a mark, that I know 
of.” He invited me to his house. He had a wolf skin, which he wanted 
me to help him to tan ; he wanted it to sit on while driving his: wagon 
team. Now, many might have said, “ You are a pretty Prophet ; shooting 
a pistol and tanning a wolf skin.” Well, we tanned it, and used it while 
making a journey of athousand miles. This was my first acquaintance 
with the Prophet Joseph. And from that day until the present, with all 
the apostacies that we have had, and with all the difficulties and  afflic- 
tions we have been called to pass through, I never saw a moment when: I 
had any doubt with regard to this work. I have had no trial about this. 
While the people were apostatizing on the right hand and on the left, and 
while Apostles were urging me to turn against the Prophet Joseph; it was 
no temptation to me to doubt this work or to 
was a Prophet of God. 
AsI have said, while holding the office of to Minsoori:in: 
Zion’s Camp. After arriving in Missouri, having gone through many: 
trials and tribulations, and suffering from cholera, which caused us to lay: 
in the grave fifteen of our brethren, we stayed at Brother Lyman. Wight’s. 
While at Lyman Wight’s, I attended council. meetings with the Prophet, 
with David Whitmer, with Oliver Cowdery, and other leading brethren 
of the Church. David Whitmer was the President of the Stake of. Zion:: 
Brother Joseph reproved him very sharply, as well as some of the other 
brethren, because of their lack in fulfilling the ee of God and 
doing their duty. 
While at that place I hada great dialin in 1 my weal pee go oad preach 
the Gospel. I went off one Sunday night by myself. into a hickory grove;’ 
several hundred yards from the settlement, and I asked the Lord.,to open. 
the door for me that I might go and preach the Gospel. I did not, want, 
to preach the Gospel for any honor I might get on this earth ; -for I. 
thoroughly understood, as far as a man could in my condition, what a 
- preacher would have to pass. through. It was, not honor, nor wealth, nor; 
gold, nor silver, that I desired : but I knew this was the Gospel:of Christ, ; 
revealed to me by the power of God ;.I, knew this. was the Church of: 
Christ ; I knew Joseph Smith was a Prophet of God ; and, I had.a desire, 
that I might preach that Gospel to the nations of the earth.; I jasked the; 
Lord to give me that privilege. The Lord answered that prayer, and said; 
I should have my desire granted. I got. up rejoicing. I walked about two. 
hundred yards out in the open road ; and when I got into the road, there 
stood Judge Higbee. Says he, “ Woodruff, the; Lord has;revealed , 
to me that it is your duty to be. ordained to go and preach the eames 
Says I, “Has He?” “Yes.” | ell,” says I, “if the Lord wants me, to, 
preach, the. Gospel, I am perfectly. willing, to. go. hie that,” not. 
tell him I had been praying for. this. ALES 


. The consequence was, I attended a council at Lyman Wight’s, and was 
called'and ordained to the office of a Priest in the Adronic Priesthood, 
while other brethren were ordained Elders. I was'called by Bishop Part- 
ridge to go to the southern country on a mission. Bishop Partridge asked 
me a great many questions, and I asked him questions. It was then dan- 
gerous for any.of our brethren to go through Jackson County. He wanted 
me to go to Arkansas, and the road led square through Jackson County. 
I asked him if we should go through there (I had a companion with me— 
an Elder). Says he, “If you have got faith to do it, you may ; I haven't.” 
I thought that was a curious remark from a Bishop. “ Well,” says I, “the 
Lord says we must travel without purse or scrip; shall we doit?” Says 
he, “That is the law of God ; if you have faith to do it, you can do it.” 
He ‘said he had hardly got faith to go into Jackson County. However, 
we started and went through Jackson County. We came near losing our 
_ lives, and were saved almost by a miracle. We traveled through Arkansas 
and other parts. _—j 

But I do not want to dwell on these things. I merely wish re say that 
I went out as a Priest, and my companion as an Elder, and we traveled 
thousands of miles, and had many things manifested to us. I desire to 
impress upon you the fact that it does not make any difference whether a 
man is a Priest or an Apostle, if he magnifies his calling. A Priest holds 
the keys of the ministering of angels. Never in my life, as an Apostle, as 
a Seventy, or as an Elder, have I ever had more of the protection of the 
Lord; than. while holding the office of a Priest. The Lord revealed to me 
by visions, and by the Holy many things lay 
before me.

“GROWTH OF SALT LAKE CITY. 


New Jersey, Courier of 1 contains the following 
article from its special ‘correspondent sent out toSalt Lake City: The 
reputation of this city, so widely known throughout the country, was 
acquired originally from the fact that it was a point of great interest to 
tourists and curiosity seekers, who desired, after a trans-continental trip, 
to be able to say that they had visited the hdadquarters of the “ Mormon” 
Church. ‘The peculiar: beauties and attractive features of the city and 
her climate made ‘this rest’ of'a day or two, in’ the long, ‘tiresome journey 
across’ the continent, a very pleasant and advantageous feature of such a 
journey. Up to within two or three years, about all that anyone had any 
idea of doing when making this stop at Salt Lake City was to visit the 
points ‘of interest-associated with the history of the “Mormon” Church. 
About ‘this time, however, there was a wonderful transformation of 
public opinion regarding Salt Lake City. Gradually the public began to 
learn that there existed in it not only things of interest to the curious | 
tourist, but that there was something of greater importance associated » 
with Salt: Lake City and her surroundings. Every form of the progressive ' 
and ambitious American began to see there indications of .a wonderful 
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future. The result of this was that the tide of immigration grew imper- 
ceptibly, but rapidly, until it suddenly dawned upon the people of Salt 
Lake City and upon the country as a whole that this city was just 
beginning to experience a most remarkable degree of prosperity and 
advancement. 

Within the past eighteen months there have been erected the first 
buildings which indicate the line of demarcation between old Salt Lake 
City, the tourists’ resting-place, and new Salt Lake City, the mecca of. the 
business man, investor, or the seeker after health or pleasure. The miles 
of buildings erected in Salt Lake during the year 1890 but’ presage ‘the 
unparalleled era of development and growth which is to continue uninter- 
ruptedly, and in a remarkably short period of time so change its appear 
ance as to render it practically unrecognizable to those who’ knew it ‘only 
as a pleasant city, with broad and shaded streets, lined with ‘streams of 
sparkling water; as a city where one could lollingly tarry for s few days 
- and dreamily wander from one of its peculiar points of historical interest 

to another, gazing and wondering at the foresight of Brigham Young 
when they compare the elegance and symmetry of this city’s plan with 

the stingy and cramped proportions of their own east towns, or gaze in 
/ unexpressed admiration of the ambition which suggested the’ ‘magnitude 
of the new lake city’s architectural wonders. 

A new life has imbued the entire populace, and immediately becomes 
contagious to the new comers. Her broad pavements present a rapidly 

changing kaleidoscope of moving humanity. Her streets are scenes of 
active life. Instead of poor, shaggy street car mules tugging away before 
a dingy street car, while its little tinkling sheep-bells attract attention’ to 
its doleful condition and to the lack of ambition evidenced in the entire 
arrangement, there are to-day on nearly every prominent street electric 
cars, the noise of whose alarm-bells is scarcely heard before the cars are 
past and are out of signaling distance. 

Thousands of people have come and thousands more are coming. Ten 
million dollars have been expended within the last year and increasing 
sums of millions of dollars will be expended in succeeding years ina 
similar manner. New railroads are extending from Salt Lake City in all 
directions and the trunk lines of the country are eagerly reaching west- 
ward for Utah. Its trade relations are being strengthened in the States 
and Territories already covered by its business men, and are being’ ex- 
tended in the sections heretofore controlled by older and larger cities. Its 
facilities and advantages of every character have been vaatly improved. 3

A number of sanguinary conflicts have taken place between par- 
ties of desperate men in ‘their eagerness to rob each other of food, and many persons 
have been killed: It is not probable that. the sufferings of the starving people will be 
alleviated to any great. extent, as it is impossible for the government to get —— 
them before vast numbers wil] perish from hunger. | , 

A. terrible riot. was precipitated in the city of Guatemala on August 15, the aan 
holiday. The president, Barillas, appointed for the meeting a speaker who was objected 
to by the populace and driven from the platform. Barillas sent troeps to suppress the 
tumult, but the soldiers were defeated. Desultory fighting then continued for three days 
between the citizens and the army, which had been re-enforced. The troops were victo- 
rious, but not till over five hundred people were killed. About the same date a revolution 
broke out in the city of Quetzaltenango, Guatemala, the result of which is yet unknown. 

A new inethod for accurately measuring the strains in iron and steel bridges has been 
invented by a prominent French engineer, and is described as follows: Two ‘brackets 
are attached to the beam to be tested at some distance apart, on one of which is placed 
a water chamber, closing by a flexible diaphragm, and connected with an open tube, 
which serves to register by the height of the tube any pressure that may be made on this 
diaphragm. One end of a pointed rod is connected with this metal covering to the water 
chamber, while the other is joined to the other bracket. The most important item of 
the invention is that any motion of the beam, it will be readily seen, will- stem dia- 
phragm in motion, and cause the water in the fine tube to fall. - 


From the returns of the working of Indian collieries during hs aiiathd pesdibaaiints. in 
March last, it appears that the total production during the year was two and, three- 
quarter million tons, and that there is a progressive-increase. In 1886 the production 
was a little over one and a quarter million tons, in 1887, one and a half, in 1888, one and 
three-quarters, and in 1889 just over two million tons. The imports of coal by sea have 
diminished from 849,000 tons in 1886 to 460,000 in 1890, and most of the railways which 
formerly used imported coal now use the native product only. In Burmah the import 
- in 1888-89 was 78,000 tons, while in 1889-90 it had fallen to 47,800 tons; the consumption 
of Indian coal.in Burmah rose from 70 tons in 1887-88 to 16,000 in. 1888-89, and to 
_ 53,000 tons in 1889-90, Bengal is at present the chief coal-producing district of India. 
In 1889. the total product of the Bengal collieries was 1,641,000 tons, out of a total of 

2 ,000,000 tons; the Central Provinces gave 144,000 tons, Assam 117,000, the ‘Punjab
